COLONIES AND FREEDOM 


New Republic” notes a characteristic of many 
Americans. It says that when they speak of im¬ 
perialism, they mean British" imperialism; when they 
say British imperialism, they mean British Colonial 
imperialism, and when they say British colonial imper¬ 


ialism they mean the jingoism of Cecil Rhodes and Kip¬ 
ling. They forget the Commonwealth of Dominions, 
each an independent sovereign state "free to stay out 
of war (like Eire) if they so desire. They also forget 
French, Dutch, Belgian, .Portuguese, Italian, Spanish 
and other imperialisms. How many Americans know 
that British colonies are exceeded in area by the 
Fren-h and in ponulation by the Dutch? Why is it not 
recalled that administration and general conditions are 
far worse in the colonies of certain other powers than 
in the British ? 

“The establishment of colonies in the modem world 
was one of the results of white capitalist expansion. 
This continued through the nineteenth century. But 
whereas the overcrowded countries of Europe could 
only expand by sending emigrants ab.road, or by seizing 
new lands in the tropics, the United States was able to 
expand within the boundaries of its own sub-continent.
